CLASS  HISTORY 


On  the  fourth  day  of  September  four  years  ago,  fifty-seven  newcomers  entered  B.F.H.S. 
As  in  preceding  years,  we  had  trouble  finding  lockers  and  getting  to  the  right  classes 
at  the  proper  time.  After  the  preliminary  hardships,  we  finally  began  to  find  our  places 
in  the  whirl  of  high  school  life.

STUDENT  ADVISORY  COMMISSION 


For  some  time  there  has  been  a  felt  need  for  student  participation  in  school  govern- 
ment.
